| Three years ago the Massachusetts 


| Legislature enacted a foresighted law 


authorizing cities and towns to establish 


, conservation commissions for the pur- 


pose of acquiring and developing local 


) park areas. This year, the law was sup- 
plemented to permit the state to give 
_ financial assistance to such commissions 
-on a dollar-for-dollar matching basis for 
land purchases. 
In a report to the City Council yester- 
_ day, the Planning Board strongly recom- 
| mended that Pittsfield take advantage of 
| this bargain by establishing a conserva- 
tion commission of its own. It is an emi- 
| nently sound recommendation, of poten- 
tially enormous significancé for Pitts- 
field’s future. 
|. As the Planning Board report notes, 
| Pittsfield is fortunate in having a park 
_ system better than many other cities of 
its size. This, however, has not been 
because of any systematic public policy, 
but gather because of the -philanthro- 
py ‘ata foresight of a few individuals 
| who ‘have given land to the city, often 
over considerable resistance. It is a 
| park system that has been developed on 
'a haphazard basis by good luck more 
'than by good planning—and it is a sys- 
tem that in no sense meets the needs of 
the future. In the words of the Planning 
| Board report: “It is now time for the city 
| to take the initiative and, through a con- 
| servation commission, develop a far- 
| sighted program of expanding the city 
| holdings of open land—open land which 
will be essentially unchanged for the 
future enjoyment as well as safety of 
| our citizens.” 
This is not an easy idea to put across 
in a community which, for the present, 
| happens to be blessed with a good deal 
ye privately-owned open land which has

not yet been developed. To the average 
‘citizen, the need here seems nowhere 
near as great as in cities of smaller area 
or larger population. 

But the very fact that there is: desir- 


able land still available for public acqui- \ 


sition makes the ‘need to take advantage 


- of the opportunity all the greater. “With 


increasing pressures of urbanization,” 
says the Planning Board, “it is quite ob- 
vious that at some time in the future 
Pittsfield will be 100 per cent developed 
—a city of over 100,000 persons. This 
won't happen tomorrow, nor in the next 
decade—but it must be faced.” 

There is another important point to 
be considered here. In Pittsfield, as in 
countless other communities, there has 
been a constant encroachment on park 
land for seemingly laudable public pur- 
jposes—a year-by-year nibbling away as 
park land is taken for schools, for other 
public building sites, and for -highway 
purposes. Here, as elsewhere, there is 
a dangerous tendency to regard parks 
not as areas to be uncompromisingly 
preserved for the future but as cheap 
land banks to be drawn upon as needed. 
The result is that the proportion of total 
park land to population has actually been 
declining at a time when it should have 
been increasing. 

The only sensible answer is to replace 
the hit-or-miss system of letting park 
acquisition depend upon private philan- 
thropy—to replace it with a coordinated 
program of park planning and acquisi- 
tion under established public auspices. 
The conservation commission approach 
makes it possible to do this, and to do 


it at bargain prices while there is still | 


time. The mayor and City Council 
should move quickly to take full advan- 
tage of it.

‘I, at best, am only a philosopher of 
sorts. ‘ 

Now, for the Townsend rules of 

touch football which Roger says I 
criticized—put it down that I mere- 
ly shuddered at the thought of 
this strait jacket imposed upon the 
free-wheeling variety of the game 
I once played, This was, as my 
detractors will guess, about the 
time when Billy Bull used to kick 
for three points without a wet 
nurse to hold the ball for him or 
perhaps about the time when a 
young guy named Knute played 
“sloogie” at West Point with an- 
other young guy named Gus. As 
‘Roger observes, I am older than 
Bob Kennedy but you name the 
game and I can still kick it around 
and few politicians can throw it 
further. : 

Getting back to the subject; a re- 
cent writer of letters-to-the-editor, 
resenting some unglowing comment 
I made in ’56 about a certain 
golfer who doubled at being. Pres- 
ident, bracketed me with Robert 
Smith, commenting that\apparent- 
ly we “played in the same arena.” 
This was an extremely penetrat- 
ing observation.

warm, clear fall Sunday the num- 
ber of players was too great for 


controlled scrimmage whereupon 


we played alternate kick, then run- 
back or pass the length of the field 
for a score. In those days I was 
only as old as Archie Moore. it 
was a good game and I had lots of 
fun. To make a scoring run through 
that solid mass of friend and foe 
you had to have training in the 
subway rush hour—something all 
of us had. A _ successful passer 
really had to thread-the-needle to 
hit his receiver in that mob scene, 
Let me not give the impression 
that we were playing some earlier 
game than the one now being rein- 
troduced on the lawn of the White 
House. The ball was in every way 
similar. to the one in use today—- 
without square corners. Hap Mor- 
an, just one season past playing in 
Mara’s hackfield alongside of Mel 
Hein, occasionally played .with us, 
Some ex-college beef and a few 
high .school regulars gave our 
game plenty of zip. There was a 
sprinkling of ‘poets, painters, broad- — 
casters, writers, bricklayers, etc.

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AFTER 19 YEARS as manager 
of a skillful but struggling sports 
organization, Joe Borletto has 

surrendered. In 
an epic epistle, 
he has_ in- 
formed us that 
he is.,“putting 
the name of T 
ler Aces into 
moth balls,” 
and definitely 
will not have 
a baseball team 
this year. 

Now 35, Joe 
sounds tired and depressed when 
he writes, “It is too much of a 
strain looking for new sponsors 
each year and selling tickets con- 
stantly and begging the people 
for money to get to tournaments, 
The headaches and energy used 
were never appreciated.” 

Yes, sponsors, like the good 
man in the popular song, #re 
hard to find. 


Joe advises us that he has 
been offered a position as coach 
of a softball team. 

He says, “I’m undecided about 
that. I don’t want to give up 
baseball entirely, so am consider- 
ing the offer.” 

He means invitation, not of- 
fer. There’s no money in softball, 
| any more than there is in area 
semipro baseball. Pittsfield soft- 
| ball well could use Borletto’s 
energy and enthusiasm.

JOE ASSUMED direction of 
the Tyler Aces when he was 16 
in 1941. The organization came 
into being in the early 1930s. One 
of the charter members was 
| George Russo, Borletto’s uncle. 
Under Borletto, the Aces at- 
| tained fame far beyond their 
| home city. His baseball teams 
| have ranged far and wide in tour- 
nament play—Wichita, Kan., Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich., Dennisport, 
Brockton, and Canton. 

Joe never tires of recalling 
“the wagon train trip” to Wichita 
in 1952. The Aces that year faced 
three major league pitchers in a 
single tournament. They’ beat 
Bob Grim, then the property of 
the New York Yankees, but lost 
to Art Ditmar and Erv Palica. 

Yet while the baseball team 
was the best known of the Aces’ 
representatives away from the 
city, by far the greatest drawing 
attraction was the football club 
of the late 1940s. That powerful 
aggregation beat everyone in 
sight except the Agawam Brown- 
ies. The Aces set all-time semi- 
pro gate receipts records in ti-

Although they made four trips 
to Battle Creek for the American 
Baseball Congress tournament, 
the Aces never drew respectable 
crowds here. Six or seven years 
ago, there was an occasional good 
turnout at Clapp Park, but that 
was the exception. Soon people 
and dogs were running neck and 
neck at the West Housatonic 
Street’ field. 


Borletto can’t be blamed for 
giving advice. He surely has had 
enough background. So we find 
these lines in his long letter, and 
who can ‘blame him for being 
bitter? / 

Joe says, “I hope that if an- 
other team is started in Pitts- 
field, it will be able to get a spon- 
sor who will back it 100 per cent 
and not have to beg, as we did, 
and really work and sweat to get 
where we were going. It’s too 
bad that the so-called sports- 
minded people of our city can’t 
give a little time to see their own 
local team play. Many of them go 
to big league games. Tell these 
people that their picture will ap- 
pear in the paper, and they will 
be there with bells on. I do not 
want this to reflect in any way 
on the people who gave so gen- 
erously to our club. 

“Another disadvantage to hav- 
ing a local club is the large 
amount of rent asked for Wah- 
conah Park. The sum of $141 
must be paid to the insurance 
company, plus $100 for a night 
game, plus fees for umpires, 
baseballs, ticket sellers, and guar- 
antees for visiting teams. 

“Tt’s too bad there aren’t more 
people like Tom Kushi, who has 
sponsored many teams and en- 
joys ‘doing it, and such organi- 
zations as IUE-CIO, who are al- 
ways willing to help out.”

THIS HAS BEEN a long time 
in coming. As far back as seven 
years ago, Joe had money and 
sponsor trouble, but he occasion- 
ally took a flight into optimism. 
He was in such a roseate mood 
when we wrote the following in 
our column of April 8, 1953:

Dan Healy

The voice that uttered more 
| words than any other in Pittsfield 
radio history was stilled late dast 
night. Dan Healy Jr., 40, long-time 
| sportscaster for WBRK, died at

Second Straight Loss 


It was the second defeat for 
Pittsfield in two days after taking 
three straight wins in its first 
three appearances.

Pittsfield had beaten both these 
teams previously. 

New Orleans’ pitcher, tall right- 
Handed Henry (Bubby) Winters, 
was just too good for the Massa- 
chusetts boys, with the exception 
of Gary Soldato and Ronnie Kelly. 
They had two hits apiece and that 
was all Pittsfield could get. Soldato 
singled to right in the first and to 
center in the eighth. Kelly’s blows 
also were singles, one in the fourth 
and one in the seventh. Both were 
opposite field shots through the 
shortstop hole. 

Southpaw Tommy MacCartney 
started for Pittsfield. He pitched 
until the sixth when Johnny Taglia- 
ferro came in from left field for 
the second night in a row to slam 
the door on the opposition. 

The loss was MacCartney’s first 
in tournament play. He was credit- 
ed with three triumphs at the 
Keene regionals and one at Hast- 
ings.

Persons with 
those deficiencies can cause a 
lot of damage. 

For, particularly in such a 
tournament, a boy’s batting and 
field records are of extreme im- 
portance to him, Yet incompetent 
scorers can and often do make a 
good player look bad, solely be- 
cause they don’t bother to learn 
the truly complex job that they 
uneconcernedly have accepted. 

Actually, scoring a baseball 
game in which more than five 
persons are interested, is a pub- 
lic trust. What a team or in- 
dividual does in games interests 
the entire community. So if the 
report or official box score is 
prepared by a man totally un- 
qualified, how can an overall 
accurate picture be given?

The next was his 
participation in the 1942 World 
Series: And the third was that 
day in 1950 when he went six for 
six in a game at Chicago.

Monday night at the Girls Club 
two. dozen retarded children 
passed the half-way mark in their 
first organized course in swim- 
ming. 

With a gallery of parents look- 
ing on, they screamed and 
splashed, some with glee, others 
in fear, and practically raised the 
club roof. 

A few of these children have 
learned to swim already—in six 
lessons—and half may be ex- 
pected to go solo before the 10- 
lesson course ends in May. All 
but a handful have overcome the 
terrible fear which gripped them 
at the outset.

into print. Finally, we demand- 
ed that the box scores he. left 
here before deadline time. 

One spring, we conducted a 
clinie for Little League scorers, 
giving up several evenings to 
the cause. 

In 1952, we personally cév- 
ered the Pittsfield East (now 
the South League) games across 
the state and in Naugatuck, 
Conn. In 1957, we assigned a 
man to travel with Pittsfield 
North’s fine team. And this year 
we dispatched a man to Hast 
Longmeadow to cover the North 
League’s semifinal. contest.

WE HAVE BEEN Little 
League boosters over the years, 
in our column and on our news 
pages. 

So you can imagine our sur- 
prise when this free-swinging 
critic told us that an out-of-town 
newspaper had done more for 
Little League than we had. We 
gave no answer to that; because 
it is futile. to extend debate 
when one’s opponent proves be- 
yond any doubt he is misin- 
formed. 

Of course we could have asked 
him how many regular season 
box scores the out-of-town jour- 
nal printed from any of the 
Pittsfield leagues.

THE TROUBLE with most Lit- 
tle League officials is that they 
show nothing but devotien to 
their children and temporary en- 
thusiasm for the sport, 


One league this year brought 
in its averages. The man said he 
wasn’t sure whether we could 
use them, but thought he would 
offer them any way. We advised 
him this was exactly the materi- 
al we were happy to receive, and 
printed all of it. 

This man knows the score, 
The countless noisy ones don’t. 
If they did, they would work in- 
stead of wail. By paying big fat 
lip service to the kids, these 
adults who never grew up aren't 
helping themselves, their boys 
or the cause of Little League 
baseball.
